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ORDER OF CERTIFICATION

On August 3, 2022, the Vermont State Employees’ Association (“VSEA”), filed an
Amended Petition for election of Collective Bargaining Representative to represent the following
employees of the Department of State’s Attorneys and Sheriffs (“SAS” “Employer”):

All full-time State Transport Deputies paid by the state pursuant to
24 VSA § 290(b) and employed by the Department of State’s Attorneys
and Sheriffs pursuant to 3 V.S.A.8 902 (7)(B).

On August 29, 2022, pursuant to the August 15, 2022, Notice of Election, the Vermont
Labor Relations Board conducted a secret ballot election, by mail-in ballots, pursuant to 3 V.S.A.
8 941 (e)(1), among employees in the above-described bargaining unit.

Ballots were counted at the Vermont Labor Relations Board hearing room at 6 Baldwin
Street, and virtually through Microsoft Teams. Board agent, Judith L. Dillon, Esg., Executive
Director, counted the ballots. Annie Noonan appeared in person as observer for the Employer.

Tim Belcher appeared through Microsoft Teams as an observer for the VSEA.



The employees voting in the election were asked whether they wished to be represented
for exclusive bargaining purposes by the Vermont State Employees’ Association (VSEA)?

Seventeen (17) of the twenty (20) eligible employees cast ballots.

Sixteen (16) eligible employees, cast ballots voting “YES” to the question.

One (1) eligible employee, cast a ballot voting “NO” to the question.

As a result of this election, it is ordered that the Vermont State Employees’ Association is
certified as the exclusive bargaining representative all full-time State Transport Deputies paid by
the state pursuant to 24 VSA § 290(b) and employed by the Department of State’s Attorneys and
Sheriffs pursuant to 3 V.S.A.§ 902 (7)(B).
